SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Domino 3 Nympho has been classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording consists of five scenes which explicitly depict sexual activity. 
These scenes are presented in a manner that is intended to be sexually arousing for 
the viewer. One of these scenes is a dramatised depiction of sexual violence. A 
female is thrown into the back of a truck by two men, who proceed to have sexual 
intercourse with her. The men are occasionally rough with the female. The female 
struggles at first, then appears to enjoy the sexual activity. The scene presents a 
message that it is appropriate to have sexual activity with a female against her will. 
Because of this, the scene is considered likely to be injurious to the public good, and 
its excision was recommended. However, the distributor failed to respond within the 
specified time period to the excision notice sent by the Classification Office. 
Consequently the video recording is objectionable. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in the 
classification of this publication. This classification is considered the least possible 
infringement on the freedom of expression consistent with the intent of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 
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
